CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

1. Use of thrombin inhibitor for manufacturing product used in case recovery process of wound in 
the living body is adjusted. 

2. Use of thrombin inhibitor for manufacturing product used in case fibrin-related adhesion is 
prevented or checked. 

3. Use of thrombin inhibitor for manufacturing product used in case formation of scar tissue is 
prevented or checked. 

4. Use according to claim 1 to 3 said whose product is characterized by containing polysaccharide 
further. 

5. Use according to claim 1 to 4 said whose thrombin inhibitor is characterized by being' fragment of 
hirudine or hirudine. 

6. Use according to claim 1 to 5 said whose thrombin inhibitor is characterized by being thrombin 
inhibitor of low-molecular-weight peptide system. 

7. Use according to claim 6 characterized by said thrombin inhibitor being GATORAN. 

8. Use according to claim 7 characterized by said thrombin inhibitor being INOGA tolan or 
MERAGA tolan. 

9. Use according to claim 8 characterized by said thrombin inhibitor being MERAGA tolan. 

10. Use according to claim 1 to 9 said whose product is characterized by containing the fibrinolysis 
nature matter further. 

11. Use according to claim 1 to 4 characterized by using the fibrinolysis nature matter instead of said 
thrombin inhibitor. 

12. Use according to claim 10 or 1 1 said whose fibrinolysis nature matter is characterized by being a 
plasminogen activator, streptokinase, or urokinase. 

13. Use according to claim 5 to 12 which is claim 4 to which said polysaccharide is characterized by 
being manufactured in the configuration of the film of the dimension of arbitration, the film, gel, a 
solution, yarn, a rod, or a tube, or the subordination term of claim 4. 

14. Use according to claim 13 said whose polysaccharide is characterized by being manufactured in 
the configuration of a film, the film, or gel. 

15. Use given in claim 4 and claims 5-12 which are subordination terms of claim 4 characterized by 
said polysaccharide being chitosan, claim 13, or either of 14. 

16. The method including prescribing for the patient the thrombin inhibitor to the patient who needs 
accommodation of a wound healing process of adjusting a wound healing process in the living body. 

17. How to prevent or check adhesion of fibrin relation including prescribing for the patient the 
thrombin inhibitor to the patient who needs prevention or inhibition of fibrin-related adhesion. 

18. How to prevent or check the scar tissue formation including prescribing for the patient the 
thrombin inhibitor to the patient who needs prevention or inhibition of scar tissue formation. 

19. The approach according to claim 16 to 1 8 of including further performing coincidence 
administration of a polysaccharide and thrombin inhibitor. 

20. The approach according to claim 16 to 19 said thrombin inhibitor is the fragment of hirudine or 
hirudine. 

21. The approach according to claim 16 to 19 said thrombin inhibitor is thrombin inhibitor of a low- 
molecular-weight peptide system. 
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22. The approach according to claim 21 said thrombin inhibitor is GATORAN. 

23. The approach according to claim 22 said thrombin inhibitor is INOGA tolan or MERAGA tolan. 

24. The approach according to claim 23 said thrombin inhibitor is MERAGA tolan. 

25. The approach according to claim 20 to 24 of being claim 19 said whose polysaccharide is 
chitosan, or the subordination term of claim 19. 

26. Use of the thrombin inhibitor to accommodation of a wound healing process in the living body. 

27. Use of the thrombin inhibitor of a low-molecular-weight peptide system for preventing or 
reducing activation and condensation of a platelet. 

28. Use according to claim 26 or 27 characterized by said thrombin inhibitor being GATORAN. 

29. Use according to claim 28 said whose thrombin inhibitor is INOGA tolan or MERAGA tolan. 

30. Use according to claim 29 said whose thrombin inhibitor is MERAGA tolan. 

31. The physic product containing a polysaccharide and low-molecular-weight peptide system 
thrombin inhibitor. 

32. The product according to claim 31 characterized by said thrombin inhibitor being GATORAN. 

33. The product according to claim 32 characterized by said thrombin inhibitor being INOGA tolan 
or MERAGA tolan. 

34. The product according to claim 33 characterized by said thrombin inhibitor being MERAGA 
tolan. 

35. The product according to claim 31 to 34 characterized by said polysaccharide being chitosan. 

36. A product given in either of 31 to claim 35 terms characterized by said polysaccharide being the 
configuration of a film, the film, or gel. 

37. The product according to claim 31 to 36 characterized by pouring in said low-molecular-weight 
peptide system thrombin inhibitor through a polysaccharide. 
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
